Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Heydon and Najork each fail to teach or suggest the claimed "plurality of web crawlers" because the worker threads 
of the Heydon and Najork references cannot be considered "web crawlers." Applicant's arguments are based on conventional definitions 
of "web crawler" and "thread" as provided by Webopedia (www.webopedia.com). 

The examiner disagrees for the following reasons: The worker threads of the Heydon and Najork references are compatible with the 
conventional definitions of both "thread" and "web crawler" as provided by applicant. That is t Heydon's worker threads are certainly 
"threads", but they are also "web crawlers" as per the definition of "web crawler." Specifically, Heydon's worker threads are programs (as 
a thread is by definition "a part of a program that can execute independently of other parts", it is itself a program) that automatically fetch 
web pages, as clearly shown throughout the reference. Thus, each and every one of Heydon's worker threads is considered a separate 
"web crawler" because each and every worker thread is "a program that automatically fetches web pages" as per the conventional 
definition. The same is true of the worker threads in Najork. Therefore, the Office maintains that both Heydon and Najork teach "a 
plurality of web crawlers" as per the conventional definition. 

The remainder of applicant's remarks merely repeat arguments presented previously. The examiner has addressed these arguments in 
the Final Office action, and will not repeat the responses here. 
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
